"Poss”  Parsons’  annual  tour  of  the 
member  colleges  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Confercence  brought  him  into 
the  Cougar  Camp  Monday  afternoon 
where  he  looked  over  the  B.  Y.  U. 
team  in  action  in  calisthenics,  signal 
drill,  and  light  scrimmaging.  Mr. 
Parsons  is  Sport  Editor  of  the  Denver 
Post  and  is  one  of  the  best  known 
collegiate  sportsman  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Conference. 

The  Cougar  this  year  will  be  dan- 
gerous, was  Mr.  Parsons  conclusion 
after  viewing  the  blue  clad  gridders. 
but  can  hardly  be  considered  as  title 
contenders  this  year.  He  pointed  to 
Utah  University  as  the  big  stumbling 
block  before  the  Cougars,  but  picked 
the  “Y”  team  to  win  over  Wyoming 
Western  States,  and  Colorado  Teach- 
ers, and  allowing  a toss-up  in  the 
games  with  Montana  State  and  Utah 
Aggies,  with  B.  Y.  U.  favored  to  win. 

Mr.  Parsons,  however,  warns  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Conference  teams 
that  the  B.  Y.  U.  team  will  be  the 
team  to  beat  for  the  championship  in 
1930.  Parsons  would  pick  B.  Y.  U. 
as  a title  contender  this  year  but  for 
lack  of  experience  in  the  line,  which 
should  be  strong  next  year. 

The  Denver  Post  sport  editor 
makes  part  of  his  tour  by  airplane 
and  part  by  auto.  Mr.  Parsons 
stated  that  were  it  not  for  the  facility 
of  air  travel  he  could  not  hope  to 
complete  the  trip  in  the  short  time 
before  the  opening  of  the  conference 
schedule. 

Last  Thursday  Mr.  Parsons  arrived 
at  Wyoming  University  by  plane 
from  Denver  and  flew  from  there  to 
Montana  State  College,  where  he 
watched  the  Bobcats  in  practice  Fri- 
day afternoon  and  Saturday  morning. 
Saturday  afternoon  he  was  at  the 
Utah  Aggie  Campus. 

Monday  he  was  at  B.  Y.  U.  and 
Tuesday  at  Utah  University.  From 
Salt  Lake  he  flew  to  the  Colorado 
Agricultural  College  at  Fort  Collins 
to  see  the  Farmers  practice  Wednes- 
day. Thursday  he  will  be  at  Gunnison 
with  the  Western  State  team  apd  Fri- 
day he  is  due  at  Colorado  College  at 
Colorado  Springs. 

He  will  complete  his  tour  by  auto 
to  the  Colorado  Teachers  at  Greeley 
Colorado  University  at  Boulder 
Colorado  Mines  at  Golden,  and  Den- 
ver University  at  Denver. 

Mr.  Parsons  is  being  carried  on  his 
tour  in  a plane  piloted  by  Lieutenant 
Boyd  of  Black  Hills  fame  during  ex- 
president Coolidge’s  vacation  in  North 
Dakota  three  years  ago. 

Lieutenant  Boyd  was  the  pilot 
selected  to  carry  the  mail  to  the  ex- 
president’s summer  home,  and  on  one 
occasion,  when  his  plane  cracked  up 
in  the  Black  Hills,  carried  the  heavy 
mail  sack  on  his  back  for  fifteen 
miles  into  the  Coolidge  camp.

Physics  Graduates 
Receive  Positions 

The  five  physics  department  gradu- 
ates of  last  year  who  were  employed 
by  the  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  are  reported  to  be 
progressing  rapidly  in  their  work,  ac- 
cording to  a special  communication  to 
the  "Y”  NEWS. 

Three  of  the  men,  Harold  Wright 
Jasper  Smith,  and  Don  Decker,  are  in 
Chicago  working  for  the  long  lines 
department  in  the  field  of  technical  re- 
search. They  are  now  spending  eight 
week's  in  field  work  for  outside  ex- 
perience. On  September  10  they  will 
be  transferred  to  a technical  school 
for  four  weeks;  after  this  they  will 
receive  test  room  training,  then  as- 
sume regular  positions  as  operators.

All  these  men  are  graduates  of  the 
class  of  ’29  and  received  their  posi- 
tions by  reason  of  their  excellence  in 
the  physics  department.

FROSH  RULES 

While  great  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
the  conduct  of  Freshmen  in  reference 
to  B.  Y.  U.  Traditions,  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  same  traditions  are 
also  applicable  to  Sophomores  and 
Upperclassmen.  It  sometimes  be- 
comes necessary  to  impress  upon  the 
members  of  the  first-year  class  the 
importance  of  these  traditions..  The 
process  is  painful  to  the  offender  con- 
cerned, but  the  wise  Freshman  im- 
mediately accquaints  himself  with  the 
laws  of  the  Campus,  learns  to  play 
the  game,  in  so  doing,  becomes  a 
true  B.  Y.  U.  booster. 

RULE  1 — Sec.  1 — Every  Freshman 
must  purchase  a regulation  Frosh  hat 
and  wear  it  at  all  times,  including  all 
out-door  student  activities  upon  the 
campus,  except  (a)  when  in  atten- 
dance at  devotional,  (b)  when  attend- 
ing evening  entertainments,  (c)  when 
in  class  room  recitation. 

Sec.  2 — No  Frosh,  man  or  woman 
shall  pass  through,  in  or  out,  of  the 
front  door  of  the  Educational  or  Lib- 
rary buildings. 

Must  Learn  Songs 

Sec.  3 — Frosh  must  carry  their 
handboks  and  learn  at  once  the  Col- 
lege Song  and  yells  and  repeat  them 
at  the  request  of  Sophomores  and 
Upper-classmen. 

Sec.  — Frosh  men  are  requested  to 
clean  the  “Y”  on  the  hillside  not  later 
than  three  weeks  after  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year. 

Sec.  5 — All  Freshmen  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  other  rules  or  special  regu- 
lations the  committee  provided  for  un- 
der Rule  2,  Sec.  1,  shall  see  fit  to  enact 
from  time  to  time  through  the  quarter 
provided  they  are  approved  by  the 
Council. 

RULE  2 — Sec  1 — These  rules  shall 
be  enforced  by  the  Student  Body 
Council  through  a committee  chosen 
by  that  body. 

Sec.  2 — The  Sophomore  class  shall 
act  as  a special#  police  force  to  aid  this 
committee  in  enforcing  these  rules. 

RULE  3 — These  rules  shall  be  in 
force  after  the  first  two  days  of  reg- 
istration and  until  the  end  of  the  Fall 
quarter. 

RULE  4 — Sec.  1 — Campus  shall  be 
defined  as  all  halls,  grounds,  and 
other  properties  of  the  University  in 
use  during  that  quarter. 

Sec.  2 — Class  room  shall  be  defined 
as  any  room  where  class  is  in  session.

In  a letter  from  President  Harris 
who  is  located  at  Obloochy,  Siberia, 
dated  August  14,  he  and  his  party 
were  preparing  for  a ten  day  trip  in- 
to the  Hingan  mountains  arid  from 
there  exploring  parts  of  the  Amur 
river  region  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
covering sources  of  water  power, 
studying  the  soil,  and  in  general  de 
termining  the  natural  resources  of  the 
country. 

Preparation  for  the  journey  was 
made  by  assigning  special  duties  to 
each  member  of  the  party  altho  each 
had  a chance  at  cooking.  President 
Harris  stated  that  he  would  probably 
be  fourth  assistant  cook.  He  ex- 
pressed the  desire  to  come  back  from 
the  untamed  region  with  a wild  boar 
or  tiger  as  these  animals  are  known 
to  rove  there. 

Mosquitoes  have  swarmed  on  the 
party  ever  since  they  entered  Russia, 
according  to  President  Harris,  and  he 
did  not  expect  to  be  free  from  them 
until  again  reaching  home.  They 
have  also  never  had  a taste  of  pie, 
cake  or  fruit  or  any  kind  since  they 
penetrated  into  Siberia,  and  the  cook 
at  the  present  time  was  serving  every 
things  in  cans. 

The  party  had  the  use  of  the  pri- 
vate car  belonging  to  the  president 
of  the  Siberian  railroads  as  far  as  the 
railroad  went,  From  there  they 
have  had  to  do  all  their  traveling  with 
pack  horses.  They  expect  to  be  back 
in  Khabarovsk,  their  headquarters,  in 
about  three  weeks  form  the  date  of 
the  letter.  From  there  they  would 
travel  nine  days  to  Moscow.
